Ol’R  WASHINGTON  LETTER. 

w ajhisgtor  D.  C„  inn.  5th.  1875. 

|  Now  that  the  Louisiana  question  has 
subsided,  the  raids  from  Mexico  are  a 
good  subject  for  discussion,  and  the 
President  la  charged  as  having  procured 
j  or  instigated  them  for  the  sake  of  foment¬ 
ing  a  war  with  Mexico  for  ambitious  pur- 
:  poses.  Upon  this  subject  the  New  York 
Herald* ays  “the  aspirations  which  Gen¬ 
eral  Grant  is  known  to  cherish  render 
every  chance  of  a  foreign  war  previous  to 
the  next  Republican  nomination  for  the 
Presidency  are  occasion  of  nnxiety  and 
apprehension.”  The  Herald  would  have 
us  believe  that  with  its  wondrous  fore¬ 
sight,  it  has  penetrated  futurity  or  exer¬ 
cised  its  omniscient  prerogative  and  read 
the  heart  of  the  President,  and  then  ex¬ 
posed  his  inmost  thoughts  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people,  and  warned  them  against  the 
dangers  of  his  ambition. 

The  President  in  conversation  yester¬ 
day,  said  he  was  amused  at  the  newspa¬ 
per  statements  of  what  be  would  do 
about  these  recent  outrages  by  armed 
Mexicans  invading  the  Texan  frontier, 
for  they  were  mere  inventions,  as  he  had 
not  expressed  any  views  about  the  mat¬ 
ter,  Dot  even  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
who  has  been  away  froih  the  city.  That 
he  had  yet  to  hold  a  consultation  with 
the  Secretary,  and  the  matter  would  pro¬ 
bably  be  brought  before  tb«s  Cabinet.  He 
could  see  no  reason  for  apprehending 
war  between  the  two  countries.  Nobody 
|  could  tell  what  might  happen  but  the 
United  States  would  do  nothing  to  pro¬ 
voke  such  a  re»ult. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  lately, 
composed  of  the  best  business  men  of 
the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  protesting 
against  the  new  District  tax  bill  imposed 
upon  it  by  Congress.  It  lies  been  shown 
'  by  careful  estimate  that  by  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  bill  a  revenue  of  one  and  a 
1  half  million  dollars  would  be  raised, 
whereas  the  District  Commissioners  only 
asked  Congress  for  a  tax  sufficient  to 
raise  8100.000.  The  bill  was  hastily 
rushed  through  at  the  end  of  the  session, 
aud  as  a  Congressman  described,  without 
any  knowledge  of  their  merits  with  results 
stated. 

General  Sickles’  claim  that  he  did  not 
forfeit  his  position  on  the  retired  list  in 
the  army,  by  reason  of  holding  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Minisler  to  Spain  longer  than  one 
year,  has  been  decided  in  his  favor.  The 
last  Congress  passed  a  law  in  reference 
to  General  Crawford,  a  retired  officer, 
and  in  the  same  act  incoporated  a 
provision  in  rpgard  to  continuing 
on  the  retired  list  all  officers  on 
the  rolls  who  had  not  resigned.  The 
Secretary  of  War  construes  this  law  as 
covering  the  case  of  Gen.  Sickles’,  that 
he  is  still  on  the  rolls,  and  is  entitled  to 
pav  as  a  Major  General  ou  the  retired 
list  from  the  date  of  hit  resignation  as 
Minister  to  Spain. 

mg'  returned  from  Connecticut,  where 
the  election  did  not  “pun  out”  as  good 
as  the  Republicans  expected.  He  attri¬ 
butes  the  defeat  of  the  Republicans  to  a 
|  luck  of  organization.  Towards  the  close 
of  the  ctuipaign  there  were  plenty  of 
speakers,  hut  the  Republicans  generally 
were  too  careless,  mid  failed  in  many 
eases  to  appoint  local  working  commit¬ 
tees.  With  thorough  organization  he 
thinks  they  could  easily  have  curried  tliq 
state. 

The  new  Treasurer  of  the  Uuited 
States,  Mr.  John  C.  New, has  arranged  to 
come  to  Washington  about  the  middle  of 
Juue.  He  will  continue  to  regard  Iudi- 
annnpolis  as  bis  home,  and  will  retain  his 
identification  with  the  F’rst  National 
Bank  of  that  city  in  the  expectation  of 
renewing  his  official  position  in  that 
bank.  Mrs.  New  it  is  stated  “has  been 
greatly  opposed  to  his  accepting  the  po¬ 
sition,  but  it  is  understood  she  is  now 
willing  to  exchange  Indianapolis  for 
Washington.  She  is  a  native  of  Virgin*, 
and  although  not  an  F.  F.  V.,  she  is  said 
to  be  equal  to  almost  any  emergency." 
It  is  also  stated  that  Mr.  New,  in  answer 
to  an  inquiry  about  positions  under  him, 
answered  that  “applications  were  not  in 
order,  for  the  subordinate  offices  are  full 
and  the  patronage  if  any  there  is,  falls 
exclusively  to  the  Sec’y  of  the  Treasury. 
He  had  no  appointments  to  make.”  From 
this  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  New  does 
uot  mean  to  split  upon  the  reckon  which 
his  predecessor  came  to  grief. 

The  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs 
has  appointed  Jus.  G.  Swan  special 
agent  to  collect  Iudi.m  curiosities  for  the 
Ceutennial  Exhibition.  Henry  Elliot, of 
the  Smithsonian,  goes  to  Alaska  for  the 
same  purpose,  the  intention  of  the  De. 
psrtment  being  to  make  the  Indian  hab¬ 
its  Ac.,  a  specialty. 

The  Sioux  Indian  delegation,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Red  Cloud,  Spotted  Tail,  and  their 
chiefs,  are  expected  to  arrive  in  this  aity 
before  the  first  of  May,  when  negotia¬ 
tions  for  the  opening  of  the  Black  Hills 
country  will  begin.  The  geologists  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Interior  Department  to 
make  the  survey  ia  to  be  at  Cheyenne  by 
April  15th.

The  solemn  relations  between  mau 
and  his  Maker,  aud  the  great  problems 
of  his  being,  must  sngage  the  thought 
and  occupy  the  study  of  every  earnest 
man.  They  rightly  ultimate  in  religions 
without  which  the  world  would  roll  in 
the  dust  of  stifling  materialism  ;  but 
the  contemplation  of  these  facte  of  eter¬ 
nity  is  of  no  avail  to  the  individual  or 
to  society,  if  it  is  uot  accompanied  by 
the  apprehension  of  the  truth  that 
feeling  cannot  check  the  operation  of 
law,  and  that  the  penalties  of  disobedi¬ 
ence  will  full  with  remorseless  certuiuty 
on  the  offender,  in  spite  of  emotion,  and 
undiverted  bv  the  clamor  of  prayers  or 
the  gushing  of  tears.
